It seems hardly possible that

The Old Order brethren 
are fair candid and honest in 
their declarations, and the world 
knows who they are, where they 
are and what they are; but 
the Conservatives are not so. 
They hold annual meet i hub and 
miiko decisions to be enforced 
or violated as suits their own 
convenience or caprice. Tiny 
are progressive or conservative, 
Gospel- a I one or Annual Meet- 
ing, for progre»8ion or tor old 
order, uniformity in nonconform 
ity, or for nonconformity to 
uniformity as suits ( not their 
principles.) their purpose. 

The course they are pursuing 
has antagonized both the old 
order and progressive element 
of the Church, and it seems they 
are determined to persevere in 
this co u ree of self- destruction, 
until they have reaped the fruits 
ut theii folly in the lull realiza 
tiiinof the Savior's declaration 
that a house divided against it- 
eclf cannot stand. 

We are not in any sense at 
war with the rank and file of the 
Conservative branch ot the 
Tunker Church : we are bieth- 
ren, aud as such wo regard and es- 
teem them; but we can have no 
<r«*pect for that portion of their 
leaders, and that part of their 
church polity which continually 
separates from their communion 
and casta out as evil, members 
>w-bo are true to their con vie- 
tioo of right and duty, and who 
are guilty of no violations, even 
of discipline, which, is not 
readily condoned in others, who 
are favorites. 

The Old Order annual meet- 
ing w,aa certainly the most en- 


joyable one of the two; and 
while vh differ, we are happy to 
grant to them the same liberty 
of conscience and right to prac- 
tice, that we ask for ourselves, 
and find satisfaction in regard 
ing them "Brethren" as we do 
all who stand honorably in the 
rank of the old church.

Congregations good, and of 
course 'he meetings were good. 
Stopped with sister K< direr, my 
cousin, hut during my stay vis- 
ited a number ot families in the 
towu and country.

It was held in an up- 
per room, and about sixty per- 
sons participated, ahout one- 
fourth being from adjoining 
churches. It was an ejoyable

vices. Nine persons had been 


baptized on Thursday before, 
and two on Sunday, and two on 
Monday. Eight ot these have 
given their names last winter, 
during brother Mallott's meet- 
ings.
